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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The Examiner withdrawals the objection to figures 2 and 3 based on Applicant's 
submission of replacement figures. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ikeda 
(US Pat. No. 6,240,244). 

Consider claims 1 and 2. Ikeda discloses a recording and reproduction apparatus 
comprising a hard disk for holding data (col. 15, lines 11-18; fig. 1), a file system for 
controlling recording data into the hard disk (col. 6, lines 23-37; fig. 1); a plurality of 
processors for performing accesses of sequential read access, random read access, 
write access, and read/write access to the data in the hard disk (col. 5, lines 20-21 ; fig. 
1), wherein the file system, includes a plurality of internal buffers for temporarily holding 
data, transferred between the plurality of processors and the hard disk, the plurality of 
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internal buffers being for respective kinds of accesses to a same file executed at the 
same time between the plurality of processors and the hard disk (col. 5, lines 48-51). 

5. Consider claim 3. Ikeda discloses a recording unit for generating digital video be 
recorded, and performing sequential write access the hard disk (col. 5, line 59- col. 6, 
line 2); reproduction unit for performing sequential read access hard disk, and restoring 
the digital video from the recorded data (col. 6, lines 59-67), and a processor for 
controlling the entire recording and reproduction apparatus, and performing random 
read/write access to the hard disk (col. 5, lines 20-21 ; fig. 1). 

6. Consider claims 4-6. Ikeda teaches a selector for selecting an internal buffer to 
be used for every kind of access in advance of use of the hard disk (col. 6, lines 11-15; 
fig. 1).
